NOTIFICATIONS 
CUSTOMS 

G.S.R No. 379(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) of section 25 of the Customs Act, 1962 
(52 of 1962), and in supersession of the notification of the 
Government of India, Department of Revenue and Banking 
(Revenue Wing) No. 142-Customs, dated the 16th July, 
1977, the Central Government, being satisfied that it Is 
necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts 
foodstuffs, medicines, medical stores of perishable nature, 
clothing and blankets when imported into India by a chari¬ 
table organisation in India as free gifts from a charitable 
organisation abroad or purchased out of donations received 
abroad id foreign exchange by a charitable organisation in 
India, for free distribution to the poor and the needy with¬ 
out any distinction of caste, creed or race, from :— 

(a) the whole of the duty of customs leviable thereon 
under the First Schedule to the Customs Tariff 
Act, 1975 (51 of 1975) ; and 


(b) the whole of the additional duty leviable thereon 
under section 3 of the said Custom^ Tariff Act, 
subject to the following conditions, namely;— 

(i) The Assistant Collector of; Customs is satisfied, 
having regard to the activities and bonaftdes of the 
importing organisation; the area of its operations; 
its financial resources; the status of the donor or¬ 
ganisation ; the nature, value and quantity of the 
goods imported-; the food and sartorial habits of 
the people amongst whom the Imported goods are 
to be distributed and the climatic conditions in the 
area where the goods are to be distributed, that 
the goods are bonafldc gifts for free distribution to 
the poor and the needy without any distinction of 
caste, creed or race; 

(ii) the organisation importing the goods furnishes a 
certificate in this behalf from the State Govern¬ 
ment concerned and otherwise satisfies the Assis¬ 
tant Collector of Customs that the goods are for 
free distribution to the poor and the needy without 
any distinction of caste, creed or race and also 
proves to the satisfaction of th^ Assistant Collector 
of Customs within six months from the date of 

importation or such extended period as the Assis¬ 
tant Collector of Customs may allow that the goods 
have been so distributed ; 

(iii) where the goods have been purchased out of dona¬ 
tions received abroad in foreign exchange, the or¬ 
ganisation has been permitted to maintain an ac¬ 
count abroad by the Reserve Bank of India for the 
purpose of receiving funds donated overseas.
